Rate Slashes on

Washington, Sept. 16 — (UP)— 
President Truman will follow up 
congressional extension of the tar- 
iff-cutting program with announce- 
ment'of new rate slashes on more 
than 400 items, it was reported to- 
day. 


Chairman Walter F. George, .D- 
Ga.), of the senate finance com 
mittee said 
he 
understood 
the 
President would announce the new 
levies on imports soon, probably 
next week. The reduced tariffs, he 
said, will be based on agreements' 
reached at the international tariff 
conference at Annecy, France. 


The President was assured 
of 
authority to negotiate such tariff 
cuts when the senate late yester- 
day voted 62 to 19 to extend the 
15-year-old reciprocal trade pro- 
gram until June, 1951. Since the 
house already had approved 
the 
measure, it now goes to the Presi- 
dent for his signature. 


Extension of the trade program 
was one of the major points on 
the President's legislative agen- 
da. 


Under the bill, Mr. Truman was 
ranted authority to cut rates as 
much as 50 per cent of their 1945 
evels. The authority had lapsed 
emporarily last June. 
The senate gave'the program a 
esounding final vote of approval, 
ut only after

Hospital Work 
in State Hits 
S Million 
Little Rock, Sept. 16 — (UP)— 
The Arkansas 
hospital advisory 
council pointed today to hospital 
construction work — under way or 
completed — totaling more than 
$5,000,000 in the state. 
The council met here yesterday 


and herd a report on the hospital 
construction program from Moody 
Moore, hospital director for 
the 
state health department. 
The report said that all of the 
jobs covered by the $5,000,000 fig- 
ure Were started since the Council 
program was established in July, 
1947.The latest project is at Wynne, 
where work began yesterday on a 
$297,000 institution. In v a r i o u s 
stages of construction are jobs at 
Malvern, Mena, Crossett, Arkadcl- 
phia, Monticello, Harrison, Para- 
gould, Pocahontas, Rogers, Fay- 
etteville, Morrilton and West Mem- 
phis. 
In. addition, projects are on the 


drafting boards 
for 
construction 


totaling $2,19.8,000 at Dumas, War- 
ren, 
Clinton, Van Buren and Fort 
Smith. 
Moore said the ultimate aim of 
the program is to put hospital fa- 
cilities 'within the- reach of every 
man, 
woman and child in Arkan- 
sas. Federal aid is being received 
on nearly all of the work, Moore 
added. 


The current 1950 allotment for 
hospital construction in Arkansas 
is $1,088,000, covering projects in 
Little Rock, El Dorado, Camden, 
Osceola, 
Rison 
and 
Jonesboro. 


Total estimated cost of the 1950 
projects, for which the above al- 
lotment represents a s t a r t i n g 
point, is $8,662,000, of which the 
federal share will be $2,887,000. 
The report also suggested the 
extension and expansion 
of 
the 


work of the 
state 
hospital for 
nervous diseases. 
Needs cited were a base hospital 


in Little Rock with 2,000 beds for 
s c r e e ning, advanced treatment 
and for the criminally insane; a 
3,000 bed unit at Benton for con- 
tinuous treatment; a 500-bed unit 
at Fayetteville to be associated 
with the University of Arkansas 
for mental patients under 21 years 
of age; and a minimum of three 
other units in strategic places over 
the state. 


The council also outlined a four- 
point research program including: 


1. Continuing and 
expediting 
a 


state-wide survey of menial health 
problems. 


2. Undertaking as soon as pos- 
sible a comprehensive study ol the 
chronic disease situation in 
the 
state. 


3. Plans for a study to develop 
factt^il information to aid proposed 
local health councils in effecting 
a sound health and hospital plan- 
ning program in various parts of 
the state. 


4. Continuance and development 


of study on revision of the state 
hospital plan.

These strikes and strike. threats are not 
about wage rate* or hours. They result 
from disputes over the meaning of exist- 
ing coadracto. They cover claims for a full 


day's pay for less than a day's work, or for 
payments for services performed by others 
who were fully paid for the work done. 


President Truman's Board 


Condemns Strike 


There is an established legal method for 
handling disputes involving existing writ- 
ten contracts—just as there is such a 
method of settling any contract dispute 
which you may have in your daily life. 


The President of the United States ap- 


pointed a Fact Finding Board to investi- 
gate and adjust the Missouri Pacific dis- 
pute. This Board reported, in part, as 
follows: 


"... tt Is with a deep sense of regret that we 
are obliged to report the failure of our mis- 
sion. It seems inconceivable to us that a 
coercive strike should occur on one of the 
nation's major transportation systems, with 
ell of the losses and hardships that would 
follow, in view of the fact that the Railway 
Labor Act provides an orderly, efficient and 
complete remedy for the fair and Just set- 
tlement of the matters In dispute. Griev- 
ances of the character here under discussion 
are so numerous and of such frequent occur- 
rence on all railroads that the general adop- 
tion of the policy pursued by the organiza- 
tions in this case would soon result in the 
complete nullification of the Railway Labor 
Act... ." 


Obviously the railroads cannot be run 
efficiently or economically if the leaders ol 
the un&ns ignore agreements ox lawa. 


Provisions of the Law Which 


Are Disregarded 


There are five ways under the Railwaj 
Labor Act to settle disputes over the mean- 
'ng of contracts: 


1—Decision by National Railroad Ad- 


justment Bowrd. 


2—Decision by Systepi Adjustment 


Board for the specific railroad. 


3—Decision by arbitration. 
4—Decision by tieutral referee. 
6—Decision by courts. 


The Missouri Pacific Railroad has been 
and is entirely willing to have these dis- 
putes settled in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the Railway Labor Act. 
Regardless of this fact, the union leaden 
have shut down that railroad. 


Innocent Bystanders 
Suffer 


Losses and Hardships 


There are about 5,000 engineers, firemen, 
conductors and trainmen on the Missouri 
Pacific. They are known as "operating" 
employes, and are the most highly paid ot 
all employes on the nation's railroads, but 
their strike action has resulted in the loea 
of work to 22,500 other employes of th* 
Missouri Pacific. In addition, they have 
imposed great inconvenience and hard- 
ship upon the public and tbt comtnunitka 
served by that railroad. 


The Railway Labor Act was designed 


to protect the public against just such in- 
terruptions of commerce.

Home demonstra- 
tion agent, Lorraine Blackwood ex- 
plained today that to 
get

quality canned fruit, it is. neces- 
sary to start with a good produqt 
and handle it according to recom- 
mended practices. 
Firm, ripe fruit is essential whe- 
ther canned whole or sliced. Color 
is the best index to ripeness, she 
explained.
